Columbus, July 21.—Chairman Fred 


A. Miller of the state commission for 
the relief of Lorain issued another 
statem ent stressing the need tor rais­ 
ing at least the minimum quota of 
$000,000 in the state. 
Miller stated that the fund is not 
for rehabilitation in any form, but 
for actual relief in many forms that 
the commission is asking the people 
of Ohio for $600,000. 
The citizens of 
this state m ust produce this amount 
or there will be much actual want 
and suffering, he said. 
Ohio, it was announced, has up to 
this time raised approximately $450,- 
000 of the quota of $600,000 fixed by 
the commission and the Red Cross 
after a survey of the needs for imme­ 
diate relief. 
Miller says: “P erm anent 
relief has to do only with the care 
of individuals and families whose re­ 
sources were completely wiped out 
and who have absolutely no reserves 
or credit to draw on in making a 
fresh start. 
The object of tiie perma­ 
nent relief work as undertaken is to 
restore those families or individuals 
whom the storm left without either 
funds or credit to a condition of self- 
support just as quickly as possible.” 
The problem of rehabilitation, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Miller, as differenti­ 
a t e frrmr rfflrf, has to do 
wîtTï thé 
marshalling along business lines of 
resources and credit, and rendering 
them available to those individuals, 
corporations or associations that were 
left with some reserve, and could, 
therefore, assum e their own losses 
These, he said, need assistance along 
the lines of further resources avail­ 
able through credit. 
Rehabilitation, 
he asserted, was not looked upon as a 
legitimate 
charge 
against 
funds 
raised by public subscription. 
According to the plans of the com­ 
mission the problem of rehabilitation 
has been divided into the following 
parts: 
Rehabilitation of municipallv- 
owned 
property: 
of 
schools; 
of 
churches, 
fraternal 
societies 
and 
similar 
organizations; of 
business, 
and of industry. 
It was pointed out that a particu­ 
larly acute necessity for relief exists 
in the rural districts. 
Many farms 
have been swept clean of all build­ 
ings. 
Much live stock has been killed 
and great quantities 
of 
equipment 
have been destroyed. 
W heat, oats 
and hay fields are so strew n with 
debris that the harvesting of crops 
will require much more labor than 
ordinarily would be needed. 
Unless 
these crops are harvested, farm ers in 
the devastated district will suffer a 
heavy loss in addition to that which 
they have already sustained. 
A huge m ortgage loan corporation 
will care for rehabilitation if plans of 
the relief commission are approved. 
Telegrams were sent out by Governor 
Donahey calling a meeting tyere W ed­ 
nesday, at which the plan will be 
outlined and the co-operation of bank­ 
ers requested. 
The plan has been 
worked out by a group of bankers 
representing 
some

financial institutions in the state, who 
have been acting as aids to the com­ 
mission.

W ashington, July 
21.—Regulation» 
governing cases which the treasury 
has been unabie to settle with the 
taxpayer have been announced by the 
board of tax appeals. 
Members of the board expressed 
confidence they will be able to begin 
consideration of the first cases within 
two weeks. 
According 
to 
the 
announcement, 
any taxpayer dissatisfied with the de­ 
term ination of tax liability by the bu­ 
reau of internal revenue may initiate 
an appeal by filing with the board a 
petition of his claims. It m ust include 
the following general information: 
"Clear and concise assignm ents or 
error, alleged by the taxpayer to nave 
been committed by the commissioner 
of internal revenu in determ ining the 
tax liability of the petitioner; a clear 
and concise statem ent of the facts 
upon which the taxpayer relies on 
constituting the ba^is of his appeal; 
the petition shall as far as possible 
be complete in itself, so as to fully, 
but briefly, inform the board of the 
issues to be presented; 
five clear 
copies, either typew ritten or printed, 
shall be filed. 
The original shall be 
signed and duly verified b> the tax­ 
payer; the appeal is filed autom atic­ 
ally upon receipt of the petition by 
the board, which wifi serve one copy 
on the commissioner of internal rev­ 
enue.” 
The board said a registry of those 
admitted to practice before it would 
be kept, although any individual tax­ 
payer or any officer of a corporation 
may appear in his own or his corpora­ 
tion's 
behalf. 
Generally the 
board 
will adm it to practice attorneys who 
are adm itted to , practice before the 
suprem e court of the United States 
or the highest court of their state or 
territory, or the District of Columbia, 
or certified public accountants duly 
qualified under the laws of any state 
or territory. 
"The board,” the regu­ 
lations provide, “m ay in its discretion 
deny admission, suspend 
or 
disbar 
any attorney or certified public ac­ 
countant.’’

PREMIUM RATES REVISED 


Changes Announc e d by the Sta te In­ 
dus tria l Commis s ion. A 
Columbus, July 21.—J. H. Lamueck 
announced that new rules and rates 
have been adopted by the state indus­ 
trial commission in accordance with 
the annual revision of premium rates 
to be paid into the state insurance 
fund for protection of workmen and 
their families under the compensa­ 
tion law. 
No m aterial increases or 
decreases were made in the rates, but 
a general rate level has been main­ 
tained despite sufficient cause exist­ 
ing for advances. Benefits since the 
first of the present year have been 
increased from weekly allowances of 
$15 to $18 .75, and death aw ards from 
a m axim um of $5,000 to a maximum 
of $6.500. 
This has caused a heavy 
drain upon the insurance funds for 
the first six months of the current 
year, and for the first time in the 
history of 
the fund 
disbursem ents 
and incurred losses have equaled re­ 
ceipts. 
This m ade it impossible to 
declare the usual annual dividend. 
Since the am endm ent to the law 
providing compensation for workmen 
suffering diseases incidental to tkeir 
employment, a flat rate of 
2 ^3 cents 
per $100 payroll was charged. Under 
the new system rates will vary ac­ 
cording to the experience along this 
line a nd range from 1 cent per $1,000 
payroll to $4, the high pitch having 
been reached in industries where lead 
is made or used. This includes paint­ 
ers.

RICH FOODS CAUSE 


FOR CANCER INCREASE. 
Civilization is blamed 
for the 
in­ 
crease of cancer by Dr. Mik el Hind- 
hede, Danish nutrition expert, in a re­ 
port on the disease which he has just 
made public. 
He .points out that the i 
noncultured races and 
Ahorgines 
not contract cancer of the 
digestive 
organs until they become acquainted 
with civilization’s fleshpots. 
Dr. Hindhede believes that cancer 
is due chiefly to 
overeating 
of rich 
food and claims that the higher stand­ 
ard of living every where during the 
last 50 y ears has been responsible for 
the higher death rate.

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STRESSES NEED 
FOR RELIEF FUND 


Miller Says Minimum Quota of 


$600,000 Must 8e Raised. 


IS NOT FOR REHABILITATION 


Much 
Actual 
Want 
and 
Suffering 
Foreseen Unless the State Produces 
the Above Amount For Immediats 
Relief— Problem 
of 
Rehabilitation 
Divided Into Several Parts— M ort 
Than $450,000 Raised to Date. 


Columbus, July 21.— Chairman Fred 
A. Miller of the state commission for 
the relief of Lorain issued another 
statement stressing the need tor rais­ 
ing at least the minimum quota of 
$000,000 in the state. 
Miller stated that the fund is not 
for rehabilitation in any form, but 
for actual relief in many forms that 
the commission is asking the people 
of Ohio for $600,000. 
The citizens of 
this state must produce this amount 
or there will be much actual want 
and suffering, he said. 
Ohio, it was announced, has up to 
this time raised approximately $450,- 
OuQ of the quota of $600,OOO fixed by 
the commission and the Red Cross 
after a survey of the needs for imme­ 
diate relief. 
Miller says: “ Permanent 
relief has to do only with the care 
of individuals and families whose re­ 
sources were completely wiped out 
and who have absolutely no reserve* 
or credit to draw on in making a 
fresh start. 
The object of the perma­ 
nent relief work as undertaken is to 
restore those families or individuals 
whom the storm left without either 
funds or credit to a condition of self- 
support just as quickly as possible/’ 
The problem of rehabilitation, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Miller, as differenti­ 
ated rrrmi rmrrf, has to do ttttti the 
marshalling along business lines of 
resources and credit, and rendering 
them available to those individuals, 
corporations or associations that were 
left with some reserve, and could, 
therefore, assume their own losses. 
These, he said, need assistance along 
the lines of further resources avail­ 
able through credit. 
Rehabilitation, 
he asserted, was not looked upon as a 
legitimate 
charge 
against 
funds 
raised by public subscription. 
According to tin' plans of the com­ 
mission the problem of rehabilitation 
has been divided into the following 
parts: 
Rehabilitation of municipally- 
owned 
projierty; 
of 
schools: 
of 
churches, 
fraternal 
societies 
and 
similar 
organizations; of 
business, 
and of Industry. 
It was pointed out that a particu­ 
larly acute necessity for relief exists 
in the rural districts. 
Many farms 
have been swept clean of all build­ 
ings. 
Much live stock has been killed 
and great quantities 
of 
equipment 
have been destroyed. 
Wheat, oats 
and hay fields are so strewn with 
debris that the harvesting of crops 
will require much more labor than 
ordinarily would be needed. 
Unless 
these crops are harvested, farmers in 
the devastated district ’sill suffer a 
heavy loss in addition to that which 
they have already sustained. 
A huge mortgage loan corporation 
will care for rehabilitation if plans of 
tho relief commission are approved. 
Telegrams were sent out by Governor 
Donahey calling a meeting bere Wed 
nesday, at which the plan will be 
outlined and the co-operation of bank­ 
ers requested.

PREMIUM RATES REVISED 


Changes Announced by the State In­ 
dustrial Commission, A 
Columbus, Ju ly 21.—J. H. Lamueck 
announced that new rules and rates 
have been adopted by the state indus­ 
trial commission in accordance with 
the annual revision of premium rates 
to be paid into the state insurance 
fund for protection of workmen and 
their families under the com petit­ 
ion law. 
No material increases or 
decreases were made in the rates, but 
a general rate level has been main­ 
tained despite sufficient cause exist­ 
ing for advances. Benefits since the 
first of the present year have been 
increased irom weekly allowances of 
$15 to $18.75, and death awards from 
a maximum of $5,000 to a maximum 
of $6,500. 
This has caused a heavy 
drain upon the insurance funds for 
the first six months of the current 
year, and for the first time in the

ceipts.

M Y NEIGHBOR has a very beauti­ 
ful and spacious garden, well­ 
kept, orderly and full of the rarest and 
choicest plants. 
She knows the name 
and the ancestry of every plant in It; 
she calls each one by Its first name as 
one might addrest the individuals in a 
large family of children. 
“Have you Boule de Neige?” she 
asks me when I am looking at her 
wonderful collection of peonies.

She talks of hybrids and seedlings 
and sports with a glibness that amazes 
me, and scrutinizes the pedigree of 
each member of her garden family as 
one might examine the genealogy of a 
prospective son-in-law.

FOR WHEAT BEST. 
Plowing 
stubble 
or sod 
land for 
wheat soon after harvest has .proved 
more profitable than later plowing or 
disking in tests at the Ohio Experi­ 
ment station. 
The difference 
in the 
yield of wheat was five 
bushels 
per 
acre in favor of the early plowing. 
Among the reasons 
assigned 
for 
these results are, early plowing and 
frequent stirring of the soil preserves 
moisture and destroys newly sprouted 
weeds, gives a firmer, better seedbed 
and 
favors 
the 
accumulation 
of 
nitrate in the soil. 
Another advantage of early plowing 
is the better distribution of labor as 
it prevents the rush at seeding time 
and enables the farmer to choose the 
best time for planting. 
It also gives 
ample time for spreading lime, in case 
lime is applied for the wheat crop.

with 
much scorn, over 
the 
solemn 
pro­ 
nouncement of a Russian servant, to 
the effect that wars 
among the na­ 
tions are provoked by spots on the 
sun; such conflicts occurring 
in cy­ 
cles corresponding with the appear­ 
ance of unusually 
large or numerous 
sun spots. 
Doubtless the theory is unfounded 
and absurd, and the 
alleged 
coinci­ 
dence of great wars and sun spots by 
no means as stated. It is reminiscent 
of the ancient 
belief 
that 
a comet 
presage woe— 
“ 
and 
from his 
horrid 
hair 
Shakes pestilence and war.” 


But perhaps it will he just as well to 
go a little slowly in pouring our vials 
of contempt upon it, in view of the 
wide and highly 
respectable 
preva­ 
lence of numerous other superstitions 
at least equally baseless and silly and 
some of them easily susceptible 
as 
not all are—of positive disproof. 
A few weeks 
hence, for example, 
millions of people, who really know 
enough to go indoors when 
it rains, 
will he observing the weather of July 
15, as affording indication of what it 
will be for the next 40 days; all be­ 
cause of a story that a thunderstorm 
interrupted 
the 
transfer of 
Saint 
Swithin’s remains to a new grave. 
But the well known and indisputable 
facts of record are that the good and 
wise Swithin never was canonized as 
a saint; that there was no storm when 
his body was removed; 
but, on 
the 
contrary, the day was notably fine; 
and that never once in his own coun­ 
try has there been even a remote ap­ 
proximation 
to 
fulfillment 
of the 
ppophecy of 40 rainy or rainless days. 
Again, there is “Mother Shipton’s 
Prophecy,” which innumerable intel­ 
ligent people persist in regarding as a 
wonderful and inexplicable thing, Yet 
as everybody should know, there is no 
positive .proof that such a person ever 
existed, while there is the most cer­ 
tain proof of record that moBt, if not 
all, of her alleged “prophecy” was com 
posed in our own time long after the 
events which it pretends to foretell. 
Then there are the various super­

crops, about the groundhog .about the 
malefic influence of the opal, about 
spilling salt and breaking a mirror, 
and sitting thirteen at table, and good­ 
ness knows how many more, by the 
side of 
which the Russian 
sun-spot 
theory 
seems 
scientifically respect­ 
able. 
Let him that is without any of 
these superstitons first cast a gibe at 
the Russian.—Washington Post.

The seed adulteration act put a stop 
to that practice, but not to the sale of 
dirty and old seeds. Most seeds are 
“dirty” when fresh gathered—that is, 
they contain a considerable percent­ 
age of weed seed, and all the great 
seed houses possess elaborate and 
costly machinery for cleaning, says 
London Answers. 
Clover seed has to be carefully 
cleaned. If this Is not done the result 
will be a crop of all kinds of pernicious 
weeds In the clover field. 
Some weed 
seeds, such as those of the dodder, are 
so tiny that It Is almost Impossible to 
detect them except under a stroilg 
magnifying glass. 
Seeds vary in their powers of retain­ 
ing life. While those of peas and 
beans will retain vitality for many 
years, others, such as those of tile 
parsnip, are useless lf kept over one 
season. Seeds of the willow and the 
poplar are so short-lived that unless 
they land at once In a moist place, 
they die in a few days.

Right Preservation Depends 
on Packing and Moisture. 


T he best tim e to harvest corn for 


and, if a dent variety, when the dent 
is well developed, according to the 
New Jersey State College of Agricul­ 
ture. If ensiled while too green an ex­ 
cessive am ount of acid is formed. The 
proper preservation of silage depends 
on firm packing and plenty of mois­ 
ture. 
Silage m ade from frosted 
or 
too 
greatly m atured corn 
usually 
spoils 
unless plenty of w ater is added and 
it is well packed. 
Air pockets mean 
molded m aterial, which is detrim ental 
to the health of any animal. 
Even distribution of the silage Is 
Im portant in filling. Tills is most eas­ 
ily accomplished by the use of the 
jointed pipe distributor. 
Tile silage 
should be especially well packed along 
the walls and if a 
large cu tter is 
used, at least two men should be kept 
constantly tram ping over the surface. 
Tile silage exposed a t the top of 
the silo will spoil.

pounds, ground grain 55 pounds, and 
tankage IO pounds, m akes a suitable 
ration fur a sow in milk. 
In feeding

in mind that her requirem ents are 
the sam e as for a dairy cow in milk. 
At first only a light feed should be 
given, as a heavy feed will unduly 
stim ulate th* milk flow, m aking it 
more than the pigs can use at first.

Flying Torpedoes" by 
British W ar Experts 
London.—“Flying torpedoes,” steered 
by wireless* is the latest achievement 
of the research experts In the British 
I war ministry. 
Tim new projectiles

pedoes, but have fitted to them curved 
metal wings sufficient to sustain them 
In a gilding flight.

I never met anyone In my life whose 
personal appearance disappointed me 
more than Ruskin’®, writes Frank Har­ 
ris in American Mercury. Until I saw 
him I had always believed that a man 
of great ability showed his genius in 
some feature or oilier, but I could find 
no hint in Raskin's face or figure that 
suggested abnormal talent. 
His appearance was not even pre­ 
possessing.
